ITH OCTOBER, all women’s organizations re- 

sume their meetings and the Club journals begin 

again their months of service. THE KEYSTONE 

gladly begins another year’s work in the service of report- 

ing the organized efforts of Southern women for various 

good causes. The month is marked by two State Conven- 

tions of the Daughters of the Confederacy—North Caro- 
_ lina and Virginia. 

HE NORTH CAROLINA DIVISION, U. D. C., 
will meet in Twelfth Annual Convention at Golds- 
boro, on October 14th. This Division, with eighty- 

two chapters representing over thirty-five hundred women, 
is the fourth in size of all the State Divisions and has done 
splendid work under the enthusiastic and able leadership of 
Mrs. I. W. Faison. This work for the past year has been 
most interestingly reported in THE KEYSTONE by Mrs. H. 
DeB. Wills, the local manager for North Carolina, THE 
IXEYSTONE having the honor to be the official organ of this 
patriotic organization of women representing the best and 
highest types of Southern womanhood. (A full report of 


the Goldsboro meeting will appear in the November 
KEYSTONE. ) 


HE VIRGINIA DIVISION, U. D. C. will hold their 
+ thirteenth annual convention at Manassas, Va., on 

. October 14th. This Division is the second largest 
among all the State organizations (Texas being first in 
numbers), numbers one hundred and six chapters, repre- 
senting an individual membership of over five thousand 
women of Confederate lineage. Their meeting place this 
year is so near the historic battle field that a double interest 
is felt in its results. The Division has had a most phenomi- 
nal growth in members during the past year and has 
accomplished a great deal along material and historical lines. 
THE KerySTONE, as the official organ of this splendid body 
of Southern women, has taken pride in reporting their 
work in the past year in their special column, managed by 
their local manager, Miss N. C. Preston. The Manassas 
Convention, under the direction of Mrs. C. B. Tate, will be 
a most helpful and inspiring one, and a full report of a'l its 
proceedings will appear in the November KEysToneE. 

The Virginia Division’s work is a constant inspiration to 
smaller Divisions of the U. D. C. and many of their practi- 
cal and suggestive plans reported from time to time in THE 
KEYSTONE are being tried with success by less experienced 
U. D. Cs. in other parts of the South and so the Cause is 
helped where and when one least expects to find results. 


HE SOUTH CAROLINA DIVISION, United 
Daughters of the Confederacy, have suffered a 
great loss in the past summer in the deaths of two 

of their ex-presidents, the first break in their circle of ex- 
presidents. Mrs. Ellison Capers of Columbia, the second 
president of the Division, passed away at her home on 
August 13th, after a long illness, and Mrs. A. W. Burnett 
of Camden, the sixth president of the Division, was called 


to her reward on July 12th. Mrs. Capers was lovingly 
known as one of the earliest workers for the U. D. C. in 
South Carolina.and by her gentleness, tact and dignity 
did much pioneer work for the U. D. C. Mrs. Burnett 
brought her brilliant intellect and charming personality to 


- assist the work of the Division in recent years and both 


women, typical of South Carolina womanhood of the six- 
ties, have left their impression on the work of the U. D. C. 
and will long be held in loving memory in South Carolina. 


HE UNITED DAUGHTERS of the Confederacy 
have been called upon to mourn the first break in 
their circle of ex-presidents in the death of Mrs. 

Edwin G. Weed of Florida, their fifth president. The notice 
of the death of this gifted, talented and gracious woman 
will come as a personal sorrow to the Daughters of the 
Confederacy all over the country. 


HE BOSTON BIENNTAL.’’—The Ninth Biennial 
Meeting of the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs passed into the history of the Woman’s Club 
Movement in America on June 30th, 1908. Many oppor- 
tunities for influence and service were offered to the women 
in attendance at this meeting. Never before had there been 
such wide reaching and diversified plans made for a Bien- 
nial; the time and the place were auspicious, and women 
from every section of the United States were present, 
representing their club interests and reporting their club’s 
ideals and achievements. Never before has the motto of 
the General Federation been more definitely expressed in a 
Biennial. The term Clubwoman to many uninitiated may 
mean a specific type of woman; to those who attended the 
sessions of the Ninth Biennial must have come the revela- 
tion of the Diversity of the Clubwoman type. Every sec- 
tion, every class of society, every temperament, myriads of 
ideals, the descendant of the Colonial pioneer, of the Rev- 
olutionary patriot, of the migrations to America in the 50’s, 
and the woman whose accent indicated that she herself had 
crossed the broad Atlantic, a pioneer, to become an Ameri- 
can: all were there, creating an atmosphere which was 
democratic in the extreme and American in its diversity. 

What is the typical Clubwoman? Is she a universal type. 
or is she modified by the ideals of each special State and 
Community; what are her standards, whither do her efforts 
tend? All these questions were aroused by attendance 
at the Boston Biennial. 

The solidarity of sex was the ever unifying influence; 
and earnestness of purpose in presenting the plans and 
suggestions for her special lines of clubwork was character- 
istic of the ideals of womanhood. 

The Club movement is one of the great psychological in- 
fluences of the day, and one which should, and is, receiving 
the careful consideration of modern students of sociology. 
In no better way can these students, the world in general, 
and the Clubwomen in particular observe the tendencies of 
this great movement than by attendance at these great 
Biennial meetings ; and the Boston Biennial with its wonder- 
fully perfected local arrangements afforded unusual oppor- 
tunities for the American Clubwoman to know herself and 
for the sociological student to study this great force in 
American life to-day.

TANHE NATIONAL AUDUBON ASSOCIATION and 
the U. S. Biological Survey, through the Cameron 
Club, Alexandria, urged the Virginia Federation 
at the Convention last May to take measures for the preser- 
vation of the birds of the State. It was determined to in- 
clude this branch of work under the Forestry Department, 
giving it, however, a separate chairman. Miss Katherine H. 
Stuart, 719 King Street, Alexandria, who had become 
greatly interested in the efforts of the Audubon Associa- 
tion, was appointed to the new position by Mrs. Kyle. This 
committee has been quite active during the summer and 
the following quotations from Miss Stuart will be of inter- 
est to Virginia women. 

“It will be of interest to the bird lovers in our State, to 
know of the effort to organize an active Audubon Associa- 
tion, which has for its purpose the protection of our game 
and non-game birds. 

“The Society takes its name from, and is a living monu- 
ment to the memory of the South’s great artist and distin- 
guished scientist, John James Audubon, of New Orleans, 
Louisiana, and its work should be especially dear to our 
Southland, for his name and fame is known in every clime. 
The most important lines of work are (1) to awaken public 
sentiment; (2) to secure adequate legislation and the en- 
forcement of the same. The State of Virginia is far behind 
her sister States in the appreciation and the knowledge of 
the economic value of her bird-life. Our laws are most 
defective, and our last Legislature took a decidedly back- 
ward step in removing protection from many of the 
birds most valuable to the farmer, and their destruction 
means serious loss to our State and Nation. We have no 
game commissioner, but one hundred and twenty-one game 
wardens under no head, to see that they do their duty; con- 
sequently our laws are violated every day, and no punish- 
ment is ‘inflicted on the offender. Our beautiful cardinals 
and home-loving robins are shot at all times, as are also our 
great singers, the mocking bird, thrush and others. All the 
States, east of the Mississippi have active Audubon socie- 
ties except Virginia, and this should not be the case any 
longer. Her position makes it most important that she 
arouse from this lethargy and aid in this great National 
question of the ‘Preservation of Our Wild Life.’ 

“After an urgent appeal from the National Association 
and the U. S. Biological Survey, the Virginia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs unanimously decided to make every possi- 
ble effort to arouse interest in this subject and to have the 
economic value of our birds better known in our public 
schools, to urge the obsegvance of ‘Bird and Arbor Day’ 
and to ask all clubs and prominent people to offer prizes 
in our public schools for the best essays on ‘Birds and their 
value to the State.’ ” 

A great deal of work has already been accomplished in 
this short while. The National Association sent a special 


teacher—Miss Moore, of North Carolina—to the summer 
schoo] at Charlottesville, where she gave talks for one week 
before the assembly, the agriculture classes, the Nature study 
classes and the Story Tellers’ League. The Audubon leaf- 
lets were freely distributed and much interest aroused 
among the nine hundred teachers present. This week of 
splendid work by Miss Moore was followed by one of the 
most beautiful and instructive lectures on “Audubon Work 
in the South,” by Mr. T. Gilbert Pearsons, of the North 
Carolina Association. Dr. Henry Oldys, of the Biological 
Survey, lectured before the Farmers’ Institute, in Richmond, 
in August. 

Mrs. WALTER RUAN, Bedford City, has accepted the 
Chairmanship of the Civics Committee. Mrs. Ruan is a 
woman of rare executive ability, tact and energy. The cause 
of civics will undoubtedly flourish under her leadership. 

THE THREE VIRGINIA CLuss holding membership in the 
G. F. W. C. sent the following delegates to the Biennial, at 
Boston: Mrs. W. P. Boatwright, Wednesday Afternoon 
Club, Danville; Mrs. John H. Lewis, Van Dyke League, 
Lynchburg; Misses Elizabeth Gooch and Sallie ‘Royall, 
Lynchburg Woman's Club. These delegates were enthu- 
siastic in their praise of the hospitality and well-carried-out 
arrangements of the Massachusetts and Rhode Island Fed- 
erations and were greatly impressed by the speakers at the 
Biennial, as well as by the spirit of the American Club- 
woman. ‘They investigated the question that led Virginia 
Federation to refuse to join the G. F. W. C. and will be 
glad to correspond with Virginia Clubs on that subject.

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BOSTON BIENNIAL.” 


[The Ninth Biennial Convention of the General Confederation of 
Women’s Clubs, Boston, Mass., June 22-30, 1908. | 


HE Ninth Biennial Convention of the General Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, held in Boston, Mass.,. was 
a club event that brought together an assemblage of 
women in America, which was typical of national life. 
The opening of the Biennial with a concert in Symphony 
Hall, by members of the Boston Smyphony Orchestra, under 
the direction of Gustav Strube, was a musical evening of 
moment to clubwomen. The overtures to “Oberon” and 
Tannhauser, Unfinished Symphony in D-Minor, by Schu- 
bert and the Vorspiel to Die Meisteisinger were among the 
selections on the program. This was a most restful and 
effective way of opening this great meeting. The formal 
opening of the Biennial took place on Tuesday evening, 
June 23d, in Symphony Hall, where addresses of welcome 
were made by Gov. Guild of Massachusetts, Mayor Hib- 
bard of Boston and Mrs. May Alden Ward, for the Massa- 
chusetts Federation of Women’s Clubs. 

Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, the Honorary President of the 
Massachusetts Federation brought greetings this evening, 
and was accorded a perfect ovation. This wonderfully 
interesting woman, now in her ninetieth year, with her clear, 
penetrating voice, and her brilliant eyes, was a marked 
woinan for admiration and regard by the clubwomen and 
fairly carried off the honors of the Biennial. 

Mrs. Sarah S. Platt Decker, the President of the General 
Federation, made the response and the evening was made 
further memorable by two fine addresses ; one on “The Long 
Path,’ by Mrs. Demies T. S. Denison, Honorary Presi- 
dent of the General Federation, who in her graceful 
and poetic style traced the American woman’s progress 
from Colonial and Revolutionary times down to our present 
day. All who know Mrs. Denison’s literary ability can real- 
ize how well this appropriate subject was handled. The 
other address “Democracy and Culture,’ by Prof. Charles 
Zueblin, was decidedly one of the three great addresses of 
the Biennial. There was at times a socialist ring in his 
utterances, but the earnestness and sincerity cf the man ap- 
pealed to his audience. Many were surprised to hear him 
require familiarity with the following three subjects, as 
absolute essentials for culture, “Evolution,” the “Higher 
Criticism of the Bible,” and “Socialism.” The music for 
this evening was furnished by the Appleton Ladies’ Quar- 
tette and at all the other evening sessions vocal music of 
superior merit was given by local Boston talent. The morn- 
ing sessions were enlivened by excellent instrumental:music 
from the “Bostonia Ladies’ Orchestra,’ a band of eighteen 
women musicians, lead by a woman. 

The decorations of Symphony Hall deserve mention, for 
artistic and classical beauty. This white hall, with a 
seating capacity for four thousand, was especially adapted 
for the meeting, with its innumerable doors and an excel- 
lent system of posting and ushers. The stage was decorated 


to represent the gardens of Versailles, with white ionic 


columns connected by festooned evergreen garlands, and 
vases, balustrades and trees, added to the artistic effect of 
the whole as a garden, acting as an effective background to 
the dainty white dress which was so generally the costume 


of the Biennial. The plan of the Session was carried out as 
follows: a morning business session with reports from 
committees and general business, a duplicate afternoon ses- 
sion for those who could not find seats at the morning ses- 
sion, conferences of standing committees every afternoon 


and open meetings in the evenings when the public — | 


was welcomed. 


This Biennial was marked by a tremendous atvenibiinel of 
visiting clubwomen as well as delegates and alternates. The 
Credential Committee’s report showed, as present, all the 
officers and members of the Board of Directors, eleven chair- 


men out of the twelve chairmen of standing committees 
and 1,178 delegates. 


Every State was represented on the floor of the Con- 
vention; Massachusetts leading with 227 votes; Illinois, 92; 
New York, 59; Iowa, 47; Missouri and Pennsylvania each 
42. The Southern States were more fully represented than 
at any previous Biennial; every Southern State Federation 
president was present with the exception of Virginia, Ten- 
nessee, Maryland and Georgia. The voting strength of the 
Southern States was as follows: Alabama 2; Florida 14; 
Georgia 10; Kentucky 21; Louisiana 1; Maryland 4; Mis- 
sissippi 3; North Carolina 7; South Carolina 5; Tennessee 
5; lexas 17; Virginia 3. Among the prominent Southern 
women present were Mrs. Pennybacher, Texas, Auditor and 
Chairman of Program Committee; Miss Louisa Poppen- 
heim, South Carolina, Ex-Corresponding Secretary and 
Southern member of the new board of Directors; Mrs. 
Dibrell, Texas, Chairman of Civic Committee and President 
Texas Federation; Miss Mary Poppenheim, South Caro- 
lina, Chairman Literature Committee; and the following 
State presidents: Mrs. Gayle, Alabama; Mrs. Ellsworth, 
Arkansas; Mrs. Raynor, Florida;, Mrs. Riker, Kentucky; 
Mrs. Mathews, Louisiana; Mrs. Mills, Mississippi; Miss 
Gibson, North Carolina and Mrs. Burney, South Carolina; 
Mrs. John Lewis, Mrs. Boatwright, Virginia; Mrs. Thread- 
gill, Oklahoma; Mrs. Reilly, Miss Weil, Mrs. Cotten, Mrs. 
Joseph, North Carolina; Mrs. Hebron, Mrs. Butterfield, 
Mississippi; Mrs. Arthur Cummer, Florida; Mrs. Burton 
Smith, Georgia; Mrs. Desha Breckenridge, Kentucky. 


From these items it will be seen that this Biennial was 


the largest and most representative gathering of clubwomen 
ever held.. 


The reports of the various officers gave some idea of the 
immensity of the organization. During the past two years 229 
organizations had been admitted to membership in the Gen- 
eral Federation, New l:ngland leading with 100 new clubs ad- 
mitted. The Treasurer's report showed : received $21,191 ; ex- 
pended $13,823; leaving a balance of $7,367. The Record- 
ing Secretary had written seventeen hundred letters and the 
Corresponding Secretary fourteefi hundred. Thirty-three 
hundred directories had been sent out to clubs, and the ex- 
penses of the Bureau of Information had been $3,225 for 
the past two years. Mrs. Decker, in her report as President, 
recommended the continuance of the Bureau of Information 
and of Council meetings between Biennials; the discontinu- 
ance of the Household Economics and Reciprocity Commit- 
tees; the combination of the Literature and Literary Exten- 
sion Committees; advised Civic Committee to be divided 
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into Civic Department and Health Department; to change 
name of Pure Food Committee to Committee on “Food 
Sanitation,” and to arrange the Outlook Committee as a 
business committee with a chairman and the president, while 
the Legislative Committee should consist of only six mem- 
bers, three of whom should be residents of the city of 
Washington. All these recommendations were adopted with 
the exception of the discontinuance of the Household Eco- 
nomics Committee. This committee was retained. 

The reports of eleven out of the thirteen chairmen of 
standing committees were all given in person and showed 
the result of the various departments of club endeavor in 
the United States, as classified under the heads of these 
committees: Each chairman was allowed certain speakers 
of her own selection on her special topic and the best 
available advice and experience were brought to the atten- 
tion of the clubwomen. In Art, Mrs. Sherwood, Illinois, 
chairman, spoke of the value of the General Federation 
Travelling Art Galleries and mentioned that Kentuckey had 
used them most, while Mrs. Patterson, Missouri, explained 
the publication and use of the General Federation’s “Hand- 
book of Art in our own Country,” asking for additions and 
corrections from all State Iederations. This book is for 
sale at the Bureau of Information, for 25 cts. The question 
of Art was further presented by excursions in Boston to 
its famous museums and galleries, under the direction of the 
Art Committee. The Civic report by Mrs. Dibrell, Texas 
Chairman, showed this subject to be one of the great 
activities of the American clubwomen, stressed the contintied 
observance of Civic day, March roth. This subject was 
further expounded by an able address on.“‘Municipal Art,”’ 
by Mr. C. Howard Walker of Boston, who made the sug- 
gestion that in Municipal Art often experience and genius 
waited to be asked fore advice, while ignorance stepped in 
and directed the work. Women’s clubs should correct this 
tendency. 


Miss Boswell, New York, told of the conditions in the 
Canal Zone and her witty and clever characteristics of her 
work there for Civic betterment were received with great 
app'ause. Wuth Miss Boswell were several delegates from 
the newly formed “Panama Canal Zone Federation of 
Women’s Clubs,” while “Play and Playgrounds,” by. Miss 
Saidee American, offered a special plea for city playgrounds 
for “little mothers.”’ For the Civil Service Reform report, 
Miss Anna Clark, Missouri, chairman, made a plea for this 
department of patriotic endeavors, and her speakers pre- 
sented the following topics: Mrs. Charlotte Emerson 
Main, representing the D. A. R. spoke on co-operation of the 
D. A. R. and women’s clubs for pure politics, and Rabbi 
Feuerlicht, Indiana, plead for the merit system in State and 
National Institutes. The Education Committee’s report 
was made by Mrs. Sikes, Illinois, acting chairman, who paid 
a tribute to the memory of Miss Mary Abbott, Connecticut, 
the lately deceased chairman and advocated compulsory 
education, manual training and proper supervision in schools. 
Mrs. Desha Breckinridge, Kerititcky, made a spirited address 
on educational awakening in Kentucky and was one of the 
interesting women from the South as a granddaughter of 
the great “Pacificator,” Henry Clay. Miss Laura Gill, 


New York, President Association of Collegiate Alumnae, 
urged clubwomen to take a deeper interest in the public 
schools of their communities. The third address in this 
department was a paper on “English scholarships for Amer- 
ican Women,” prepared by Mrs. Ella Dietz Clymer Glynes, 
Chairman Education Committee of the Society of American 
Women in London, and Chairman of the First Advisory 
Board of the General Federation, and one of the only two 
living charter members_of Sorosis, Mrs. Charlotte Wilbur 
being the other. 

In the absence of Mrs. Glynes, at her request, Miss 
Louisa Poppenheim, South Carolina, an honorary member 
of the Society of American Women in London, read this 
paper which put forth the benefits of post-graduate work in 
English Universities for American women. This plan had 
received the endorsement of the St. Paul Biennial and has 
been one of the chief works of the Educational Committee 
for the past two years. Many states, after the paper was 
read, pledged their quota of $100 each and over a thousand 
dollars was raised to further this purpose of a General 
Federation scholarship, equivalent in value to a Rhodes 
scholarship in an English University. This subject was the 
chief topic of the Educational Conference and it was decided 
to empower the Educational Committee to send the scholar 
as soon as the fund was raised. Mrs. Potter Squire, a mem- 
ber of the Society of American Women in London, and pro- 
fessor of English at the University of Minnesota, herself an 
ex-student of an English University, made a brilliant plea 
for this scholarship, Miss Stafford, [llinois, and Miss 
Louisa Poppenheim, S. C., also championed its merits, while 
Mrs. Granger, Ga., spoke on the other side. Other topics 
at this Conference were clubwomen’s work for country 
schools, by Mrs. Granger, Ga.; moral training in the 
schools, Miss McSkimmon, Mass., and medical inspection in 
the schools, Mrs. Barnum, Cal. 


The Forestry Committee, Mrs. Peterson, Illinois, Chair- 
man, had charge of an evening session, when Mrs. 
May Reilley Smith, N. Y., the poet, spoke of the birds of 
the forest in an address, “The Voice of the Forest,” while 
Mr. Enos Mills, Colorado, the Rocky Mountain Guide, gave a 
poetic and beautiful address on “The Spirit of the Forest.”’ 
The Household Economics Committee, Mrs. Blair, Minn., 
Chairman-in-charge, arranged a question box in which 
clubwomen from various sections spoke. Mrs. Ellen H. 
Richards, Boston, Mrs. Burdette, Cal., and Mrs. Burton 
Smith, Ga., all stressed the necessity for simplicity and 
sanitation in household economics. Mrs. Burton Smith, as 
the daughter of General John B. Gordon, was especially 
interesting to the Southern delegates. The Industrial 
Legislative and Child Labor Committee had charge of an 
evening session and it was regretted that Mrs. Burns, N. Y., 
the Chairman, was detained at home by the illness of her 
husband. However, this session was a most interesting one, 
Senator Beveridge of Indiana, making’ an impassioned ad- 
dress on “National Legislation on Child Labor,’’ while Mrs. 
J. Medill McCormick, Ill., a daughter of Mark Hanna, 
spoke on the woman’s department of the National Civic 
Federation in Welfare Work, showing how the progressive 


and successful employer provides for the health, comfort, 
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education and amusement of his employees, and telling of 
hot meals served, kindergartens provided and rest rooms and 
matrons secured in large factory communities and business 
houses. 

The Library Extension Committee, Mrs. Broomhall, Ohio, 
reported that twenty-seven states. had travelling libraries 
and twenty-seven also had library commissions, while six- 
teen are trying for State library commissions. Indiana 
and Iowa have women on their commission and Iowa has 
an appropriation of six thousand dollars. The speaker at 
this session, James H. Canfie'd, Librarian of Columbia Uni- 
versity, stressed the value of the public library as necessary 
in our public schools and urged the two to be supported side 
by side but not under the same management. 

The Literature Committee had charge of an evening ses- 
sion and reported through its chairman, Miss Mary B. Pop- 
penheim, S. C., that twenty-two States had definite and 
distinct committees on Literature; two combined literature 
and reciprocity, three art and literature and one literature 
with library extension, making twenty-seven federations 
working for literature; three thousand of the four model 
programs had been sent out to clubs, the one on “Twelve 
Famous Novels,” being the most popular. 

Literary Sessions at State Conventions were growing in 
popularity. By the General Iederation Directory tor 1907 
it was shown that literature lead all the other departments in 
popularity with the individual club. The committee recom- 
mended the continuance of the committee’s plan of work and 
the publication of model programs. The Evening Session 
was a presentation of three pains-taking subjects, ‘““dn Ode 
to Woman,” by Mrs. Olive Tilford Dargan, North Carolina, 
whom Bliss Perry and Thomas Nelson Page characterized 
as the American poet of to-day, in which woman’s progress 
from primeval time to the present was traced with a most 
spiritual and poetic touch. Edward H. Clement, editor of 
the Boston Transcript, spoke on “‘Journalism and the Intel- 
lectuals,”’ in which schollary paper he urged the in- 
tellectuals to keep a grip on the world’s work and to bear 
their share in shaping public opinion. Thomas Nelson Page, 
Virginia, made the address of the evening on “Parochial- 
isin in Literature” and stressed the value and form of the 
short story. Mr. Page, Mr. Beveridge and Mr. Zeublin 
may be characterized as the three speakers of the Biennial ; 
their addresses making the most marked impression and 
calling out the largest audiences. 

The violin solos on this evening were especially interesting 
as brilliant performances given by Miss Loraine Johnson, 
the daughter of Mrs. Edward Johnson, of Rhode Island, 
one of the directors of the G. F. W. C. 


At the literature conference the most popular. topic dis- 
cussed was “Modern Tendencies in Children’s Literature 
and what should Children read,” in which Miss Laughton, 
Mass.; Mrs. Bolton, Secretary National Congress of 
Mothers; Mrs. Dawson, new Recording Secretary G. F. W. 
C. and Mrs. Daniel Lothrop, the.author of the Little Pepper 
Series, took an active part. “Who are your American Poets?” 
discussed by Mrs. Pond, Pa., and Mrs. Irons, R. I. “Can wwe 
learn to live by Books?” by Mrs. Demies T.«S. Denison, 
New York, Mrs. Shiek, Wyo. Mrs. Threadgill, Okla- 


homa, and Miss DeMerritt, N. H. “Why do you read?” 
Miss Hariet Lake, lowa; Mrs. Capen, Conn., Miss Jane 
Campbell, Pa., Miss Fast, Ohio, and Mrs. Florence Howe 
Hall, Mass., were topics which prolonged the conference 
late in the afternoon. Mrs. Hall, as Mrs. Julia Ward 
Howe’s daughter, brought a message from her mother and 
wittily told “Why the Howes read.” 

The Pure Food Committee reported through Mrs. Miller, 
Missouri, its chairman, whose speakers were Mrs. Mary 
Himan Abel, Baltimore; Dr. Charles Harrington, secretary, 
Mass. State Board of Health, and Mrs. Ellen H. Richards, 
who spoke on “Sanitation in Daily Life.” The entire thread 
of the discussion turned on the housekeeper’s personal in- 
spection of all food used in her household. One evening 
was given up to the subject, “Business Women,” when the 
publisher, the artistic bookbinder, the farmer, the machin- 
ery broker, the clubhouse manager and the interior decorator, 
as women told their stories. One morning session was given 
up to the discussion of Justice in Journalism, The Personal 
Appeal, The Telephone Interview, Wedding Gifts, and 
Christmas Gifts. 3 

One evening was given up to two minutes’ reports from 
those State federations whose presidents were there in per- 
son. The presidents were presented in groups; starting 
with the thirteen original colonies, followed by the Louisi- 
ana Purchase and Northwest Territory States. All these 
presidents were attractive good-looking, lively well-dressed 
women, with a certain stage presence and clear distinct voices. 
All were native-born Americans, save one who was English, 
and the State of each one’s birth was mentioned in intro- 
ducing her. The last evening of the Biennial, as usual, wa: 
called “President's Evening’ and on this occasion was de- 
voted to expounding the Motto of the Federation “Unity ix 
Diversity.” Vhree women presented the subject as follows: 
“In Essentials Unity,” Mrs. James, Missouri; “Jn Non- 
Essentials Liberty.’ Mrs Frances Squire Potter, Minnesota : 
“Tn all things Charity,’ Mrs. Orr, California. Mrs. Pot- 
ter’s address on this occasion was the most bri!liant of the 
Biennial and easily marked her as one of the three mos 
gifted women at the Biennial—Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, Mrs. 
Olive. 

Tilford Dargan and Mrs. Squire Potter will always be 
remembered as the most brilliant women at the/ Bosto. 
Biennial while Mr. Page, Mr. Beveridge and MZ Zeublin 
stand out as the marked men. 

The subject of politics at the Biennial was a very er- 
grossing one, as a new president was to be elected. Th: 
Nominating Committee, composed of a representative from 
each State delegation elected by that delegation presente! 
the following list: Mrs. May Alden Ward, Mass., Presi- 
dent; Mrs. J..E. Cowles, Cal., rst vice-president ; Mrs. J. D. 
Sherman, IIl., 2nd vice-president; Mrs. Henry Dawson, N. 
J., Recording Secretary; Mrs. F. N. Shiek, Wyo., Cor Sec- | 
retary; Mrs. G. O. Welch, Minn., Treasurer; Mrs. L. L. 
Blankenburg, Pa., Auditor. Directors; Mrs. Allen, W. 
Va.; Mrs. Carpenter, N. Y.; Mrs. Evans, Oregon; Mr-. 
Hancock, Utah; Mrs. Johnston, Kansas; Mrs. Kinsey, Ind. : 
Miss Louisa Poppenheim, South Carolina. When this re- 
port was made the name of Mrs. Philip N. Moore of Mis- 
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sourl was put in nomination for the Presidency from the 
floor by a delegate from Missouri. No other nominations 
from the floor were made, and by the election the entire 
ticket was accepted except in the case of the presidency, 
where Mrs. Moore was elected, receiving 516 votes while 
Mrs. Ward received 394 


It is interesting to note that Mrs. Moore, Mrs. Cowles 
and Mrs. Sherman were all born in Illinois, that there is no 
representative on the board from any New England State 
and that the Southern States are represented by one 
director. 


Sunday night while the officers of the G. F. W. C. were 
mixing with the delegates in the parlors of the Vendome, 
Mr. Edward Bok of the Ladies’ Home Journal “happened in” 
and many clubwomen availed themselves of this opportunity 
to talk with this one of their severest critics. 


“The Play Day’ at Newport on I'riday was offered as a 
courtesy by the Rhode Island Federation and fifteen hundred 
women in two special trains spent the day in Rhode Island, 
enjoying a clam-bake on the Eastons Beach, a drive around 
Newport and a sail on Narrangansett Bay. The Board of 
Directors and distinguished guests were entertained at a 
breakfast at Churchill House, the clubhouse of the 
Rhode Island Federation in Providence. ‘The social courte- 


sies offered by the Massachusetts l‘ederation were unlimited ° 


in number, scope and interest. Jhursday afterneon was 
given over to receptions, one at the State House by>Gov. 
and Mrs. Guild, while garden parties were given at Rad- 
cliffe College, Mrs. Sargent’s, Brookline; Miss Longfellow’s, 
“Craigie House;’ Mrs. Gardner's, Fenway Court; and 
Mrs. Lars. Anderson’s. ‘The sail down Boston harbor, the 
excursions to “Whittier Land,” Literary and Historic Con- 
cord, Historic Plymouth, old Salem and Cambridge, and the 
automobile drives through boston were only a part of the 
hospitality offered, for nearly every woman's organization 
had hearquarters where they kept open-house and served tea 
every afternoon. 
by the Massachusetts Federation, was a ‘‘Guide to Boston,” 
a book of two hundred pages which enabled the visitor to 
get some idea of what should be seen. The Federation 
Bulletin presented another souvenir in a special or souvenir 
edition of the Bulletin, which had been especially prepared 
for the occasion and which furnished information about the 
program and clubwomen generally not procurable elsewhere. 


The headquarters for State federations were provided by 
the local board, without expense to the State Federations, 
while all speakers were provided with every comfort. The 
local committees were unceasing in their efforts to provide 
every convenience for the delegates—telephones, post office, 
banking facilities, rest rooms, nurses, distilled water—in 
fact, every necessity and comfort could be found in Sym- 
phony Hall, in charge of some Massachusetts clubwoman. 
Miss Georgie Bacon, the chairman of the local Biennial 
Board, assisted by Mrs. Ward, Miss \WWhittier, Mrs. Bonney, 
Mrs. Lillian Breed, Mrs. Merrick, Mrs. Weir and others 
directed the energies of over a thousand Massachusetts 
clubwomen, all on some Biennial committee; in such a 
methodical manner that one was never conscious of the 
machinery, but always conscious of the cordial and willing 


hospitality extended by the clubwomen of Massachusetts. 
No one ever seemed too tired to help a stray delegate or an- 
swer a perp!exed one, Clubwomen-from all over Massachusetts 
moved into Boston to serve on committees, and the Federa- 
tion’ raised and expended ten thousand dollars to entertain 
this Biennial. The people of New England have always 
been marked by self-control, strength and force of charac- 
ter, and the clubwomen of Massachusetts nobly sustained 
this reputation of their section throughout the entire

Davis as a statesman, followed by Southern songs by ten 
little girls from the public schools. Rev. E. R. Carter then 
made an address on Mr. Davis as president of the Confed- 
eracy. Miss Forsberg announced the winners of the Shepherd 
prizes for the best essays on the life of Jefferson Davis— 
Stringfellow Barr and Georgie Burton. After the bestowal 
of the Crosses of Honor, Capt. T. D. Jennings closed the 


exercises with a short graceful tribute to the memory of Gen. 
Stephen D. Lee. 


* “Jefferson Davis”—by William E. Dodd. In a book of about 400 
pages, Mr. Dodd has given a full account of Mr. Davis's life. ‘The 
author states in the preface that it is not his purpose “to justify or 
even defend the course of the foremost leader of the Confederate 
cause ; but simply to relate the story of that remarkably tragic life, 
and in so far as the limitations of time and space permit, correlate 
his career to the main current of American history.” In his efforts 
to be unsectarian, the author has not done President Davis justice in 
several instances, and makes also the grave mistake of repeating the 
old story of his being captured in woman’s dress. This has been fully 
refuted by northern men who were present at his capture. President 
Davis’s early life, graduation at West Point, participation in the Black 
Hawk War, election to the United States House of Representatives, 
distinguished part in the battle of Monterey, in command of the Missis- 
sippi Rifles, and as General Taylor’s assistant at Beuna Vista, his 
services as Secretary of War and U. S. Senator from Mississippi, are 
full of interest. His resignation from the U. S. Senate January, 1861, 
and his election as President of the Southern Confederacy, his cruel 
imprisonment for two years, in a dungeon and in irons for awhile, 
deprived of books and friends and.even the ministrations of his 
Church are well told, but Mr. Dodd ought have used a stronger ex- 
pression than “petty work” when describing the irons being put on 
the tender flesh of a helpless invalid. The U. S. Government might 
well desire to erase this scene from its history, suggestive of the dark 
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ages. On May 4, 1867, Mr. Davis was brought to trial in Richmond, 


every effort having been made in vain to find him guilty of some 
crime. He was set free on a bond signed by Horace Greely, Gerrit 
Smith, and other former opponents of the South. Refusing all honors 
and offers of help he retired to Beauvoir, where many came to do him 
honor. He died December 6, 1889, being later laid to rest at beautiful 
Hollywood in Richmond. This year marks the 100th anniversay of 
his birth. In every State his memory was honored on his birthday, 
June 3rd, and the monument in Richmond unveiled last June, was 
formally accepted by the city from the Confederate Veterans and 
Daughters of the Confederacy. The life of Mr. Davis has been the 
special study in Southern schools the past year—a model for all— 
a man of the purest character; a soldier, statesman and Christian gen- 
tleman, he served his country and generation, and is entitled to a high 
rank among the military heroes and statesmen of America.

SoutH CAROLINA WINDOW IN BLANDFORD CHURCH, 
Petersburg, Va. The South Carolina Division assumed as 
one of its co-operative works at Chester the erection of a 
stained-glass window in Blandford Church, in memory of 
the South Carolina Soldiets who fell in the great battle- 
fields around Petersburg, Va. 

To the east of Petersburg stands historic old Blandford 
Church, a fitting sentinel over the graves of more than 
twenty thousand Confederate soldiers; representing every 
Southern State. In full view of the great battlefields around 
Petersburg, it stood in the line of fire during ten long 
months, close behind the Confederates’ intrenchments. 

The Ladies’ Memorial Association of Petersburg, ob- 
tained possession of the church, of which only the walls 
and roof were intact, and decided to restore the interior 
and use it for a mortuary chapel, and to carry out the 
idea of a memorial, by requesting each Southern State to 
put in a window, in memory of their dead who lie in sight 
of the ivy-clad walls of the old church; these windows to 
follow one general design, as indicated in.a former circular, 
that is, at the top, the coat of arms of the State contribu- 
ting the window, in the centre, the figure of one of the 
apostles, and a suitable inscription at the bottom. The 
cost of each window is $400. 

Virginia, Missouri, North Carolina and the Washington 
Artillery of Louisiana have already erected their windows 
in this Confederate shrine. | 


The interior of the church has been so far restored that. 


it has been possible to use it for funeral services on several 
occasions. It is hoped to have the work of restoration com- 
pleted at an early date, with pews and pulpit in place, pro- 
vision made for heating in the winter, and the present plain 
glass windows replaced by the memorial windows from the 
remaining States; thus making of old Blandford Church 
an enduring and practical memorial to our lost cause and its 
heroes. A representative of Tiffany & Co., says when the 
work is completed this memorial chapel will be the most 
beautiful antique in America. 

South Carolina has been assigned one of the large win- 
dows and it is hoped that her window will soon be in 
place. $400 must be raised for this purpose. Contributions
